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DEMORALIZING INFLUENCES 
Mnny parents, mothers particularly, have 
the feeling that their sons undergo a demor- 
alising Influence while serving In the armed 
forces. 

Their apprehension Is not entirely unjus- 
tified because It's easy to understand why 
this adverse influence should exist. Associa- 
tions, military discipline, hum-drum routine, 
environment, personal sacrifice and the bru- 
tality of war itself arc conducive to a cor- 
rupted psychology that puts each man In 
service to a personal test. 

In its effort to keep the moral standards of 
Its men as high as possible under the circum- 
stances, however, the army repeatedly Is tak- 
ing action that presents civilian Hie . with 
something In the nature of a paradox. 

Where men are In training, army officials 
have found It necessary in a number of In- 
stances to fight demoralizing Influences that 
exist outside Its ranks by declaring certain 
cities and towns "out of bounds" and "off 
limits" until army- recommended reforms 
have been Instituted. 

As a result, It has remained for the army to 
take the responsibillty of cleaning up condi- 
tions In public lite that the people otherwise 
would permit to exist Indefinitely. 



MODEST DEMANDS 
The United Automobile Workers (CIO) 
have modestly restrained their salary de- 
mands on General Motors corporation to an 
average over-ali, for men, women and Juve- 
niles, of S420D a year or 580 a week.
